The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record does not teach the claimed acoustic heating system having a loop tube with first 
and second portions, a first and second stack in the tube section, with a first and 
second, respectively, low and high temperature heat exchanger provided in the first and 
second stacks, With liquid provided for cooling in the low temperature heat exchanger in 
the second stack to provide a temperature gradient in the second stack by propagating 
a standing wave and a traveling wave in the loop from the first stack to the second 
stack, with heat output from the high temperature output side heat exchanger disposed 
on the second stack side, as set forth in the only independent claim 1 .
